DEMANDS FITNESS ONLY. 


New Policy Aims Primarily at 
Promotion of Harmony and 
the Satisfaction of 
Conservatives.

Washington, D. C., March 24.—[Special. }— 


‘People who haunt the executive offices at 


the White house, and particularly some of 
the newer senators and representatives, are 
slowly but surely finding that President Taft 
ean smile and smile and be a villain still 
from the standpoint of the professional poli- 
tician. 

Mr. Taft is not as explosive as Mr. Roose- 
vyelt. He does not bubble over with either 
enthusiasm or resentment. There is a judge 
in the White house and not a colonel. He 
listens to all sides in friendly but impas- 
sive fashion, and ‘the newer senators, includ- 
ing several from the southern states, have 


mistaken this attitude, which is purely one of 


judicial poise, for one of hearty acquies- 
ceace. 


Produces Various Impressions. 

Several people have gone up to talk to 
President Taft about tariff and came away 
convinced he is a standpatter and that he 
will sign any bill which congress chooses 
to pass” Others of the more radical element 
believe he is on the point of instigating 
a political revolution because he is so com- 
pletely in accord with their own views. 
Southern Democrats have participated in 
these mistakes and some believe that Presi- 
dent Taft is about to dump the entire south- 
ern Republican organization and tufn over 
the entire patronage of that section to white 
Democrats. 

So far as can be learned, the policy of the 
new president will not be essentially differ- 
ent from that of his predecessor. He is a 
Republican ands always has been. If he 
succeeds in office he undoubtedly expects to 
appeal to the voters of his own organization 
for reélection. Prior to reélection comes re- 
nomination, and in this the votes of southern 
Republicans are somewhat more essential 
than they really ought to be. 


Smith Idea Is Wrong. 

Senator Smith of South Carolina and some 
other southern stategmen conceive the idea 
that the president is about to abandon 
southern Republican organizations every- 
where merely because he did not care to 
insist on the confirmation of Dr. Crum. This 
was a great mistake. Wherever in any #ec- 
tion of the south t dee blican 
who is fairly well fitted for any office he 
will be given the place in preference to a 
Democrat as a matter of course. 

And in picking out these men the Repub- 
lican organization im every state will be 
recognized, not exclusively, but in such a 
way as to make it assured of the sympathy 
of the president as head of the party. In 
this policy Postmaster General Hitchcock, 
who only recently retired from the chairman- 
ship of the Republican national committee, 
will codperate. 

Instead of attempting to destroy the Re- 
publican organization in the south, the pur- 
pose of the administration undoubtedly will 
be to build it up, and to do this in the best 


way. That is to say, an effort will be made | 


to select the best Republicans rather than 
those who were the most active politically. 


Organizations Just Skeletons. 

In every southern state, with one or two 
exceptions, the Republican organization is 
a mere skeleton of a political party. This 
ig not the fault of the Republicans, but of 
peculiar political conditions in the south. 
The great mass of Republican voters are 
negroes, who are barred from the polls on 
one pretext or another. The result is that 
the Democrats have only a fight among 
themselves. They wage their battles at the 
primaries, and hardly find it necessary to 
go to the polls, so completely are negro Re- 
publicans deprived of suffrage. 

In distributing offices in the south, accord- 
ing to the best information, the purpose of 
the president is first of all to secure the best 
material. Wherever there is a Republican 
of good antecedents and fairly well fitted 
for some particular office, he will be ap- 
pointed without hesitation. Wherever there 
is no such Republican who would refiect 
credit on the administration a Democrat will 
be chosen. 

' In no case will an important office be given 


‘to°an unworthy man, whether white or 


black, merely because he calls himself a 
Republican and once in four years partici- 
bates in the ceremony of nominating a-Re- 
publican candidate for the presidency.

Opposition Republican Candi- 
date for Alderman in Third 
Drops from the Race 
in “Stretch.” 


PROMISES MISLEAD HIM? 


Attorney, After Opponent’s Rous- 
ing Massmeeting, Decides M. 
VY. L. et Al. Were 
Lukewarm., 


Hobart P. Young withdrew his name asa 
candidate for alderman in the Third ward 
shortly before midnight. This leaves Ald. 
Foreman a clear field with the exception of 
M. A. Mergentheim, the Democratic nominee. 

Mr. Young feels that he has not had what 
is known as “ a square deal.” He was taken 
up on the high mountains and shown solid 
ranks of “support” of various kinds and 
was told that he was to be the Moses to 
lead the Third ward out of the morass of 
Mammon and Unrighteousness into the 
promised land of Virtue and Purity. 

When the serried ranks of solid support 
were examined at short range Mr. Young 
found that the long distance view had been 
deceptive. Certain influences which had 
been “delivered” were found to have been 
“delivered” in part only. The delivery, to 
Say the least, so Mr. Young discovered, was 
unauthorized and without the knowledge 
of the delivered. At least they say so now. 


Takes It; Given Surprise. 

Mr. Young naturally felt he had not been 
treated with absolute fairness. He did not 
seek the job of hunting Foreman’s scalp. In 
fact, he said “no” half a dozen times, but 
when the pregsure became so insistent and 
the promises so positive he only took up the 
burden because he thought it a public duty. 
To make the fight meant positive loss to him 
in many directions, financially as well as 
politically. 

Yesterday, however, Mr. Young learned to 
his great surprise that while the Municipal 
Voters’ league would speak in the most 
eulogistic terms of him it also would point 
out to the voters of the ward that Ald. Fore- 
mon,,on his record, was entitled to another 
term in the council. This was in such direct 
opposition to what Mr. Young had been led 
to believe was the situation that he was 
dum founded. 

A little reflection and a glance or two back- 
ward resulted in a decision to quit holding 
the bag for a combination of “ outs” and 
various other brands of politicians and near 
politicians. 


Acts Upon Decision. 


-“Ttren the former assistant state’s attorney 


drew up the following statement, went to the 
election commissioners’ office, filed his offi- 
cial withdrawal, and then headed for home 
to get a good night’s sleep: 

**I was most reluctant to enter the field 
because my law practice necessarily 
would suffer, but certain friends who are 
members of an organization whose prin- 
cipal object is to inquire into and know 
the record of aldermen who seek reélec- 
tion led me to believe that Milton J. Fore- 
man had become an ‘undesirable citi- 
zen’ and should be retired from public 
life, and I consented to become a candi- 
date against him and was willing to take 
advantage of the support of one faction 
of the Republican party in the ward. 

“However, I am now reliably in- 
formed that a number of the members of 
the executive committee of the Municipal 
Voters’ league believe that Mr. Foreman 
is entitled to be returned to thecity coun- 
cil on his record. I have the highest re- 
spect for these gentlemen and great con- 
fidence in their judgment of the fitness of 
men to continue in the city’s service as 
aldermen, and, whatever may be my own 
opinion about Mr. Foreman, if the league 
believes that he should be indorsed I do 
not feel called upon as a citizen to make 
a personal sacrifice in an attempt to de- 
feat him. My candidacy is now not only 
unnecessary, but, if the Municipal Vot- 
ers’ league is right, is unjustified, and I 
therefore have withdrawn. 

‘* As to who should control the Repub- 
licam party organization in the ward that 
is a matter subordinate to the question as 
to who should represent the ward in the 
council, and can be and should be set- 
tled at the primary election provided by 
law. I thank my friends for their confi- 
dence in me and their offer to support 


me at the polls.” 


Smashing Blow to Foe. 

The withdrawal comes as a smashing biow 
to the end of the Third ward Republican or- 
ganization, which has responded in the past 
to the leadership of State Senator Samuel A. 
Ettelson and Daniel J. Schuyler Jr. It means 
for the purposes of the coming election that 
Ald. Foreman will be easily elected, although 
there remains the possibility that the Ettel- 
son-Schuyler forces will go to the support of 
M. A. Mergentheim, the Democratic noml- 
nee. : 

Senator Ettelson and Mr. Schuyler had led 
the fight in the Third ward in behalf of the 
Deneen forces against the Martin B. Madden 
element in 1904 and won out, Ettelson be- 


] coming a member of fhe county committee. 


Ettelson went to the state senate in 1906 and 
has been known as a close political confi- 
dante of the executive. 

In 1908, at the August primaries, it was a 
fight to the finish, Ettelson standing for com- 
mitteeman again and Ald. Foreman having 
been put up by the old Madden ljeaders, al- 
though the lines on both sides had been more 
or less broken. The Ettelson-Schuyler crowd 
carried but twelve of the forty-two precincts 
of the ward and Foreman the rest. 


Foreman Shows He “Can Be.” 


When it came to the aldermanic primaries, 
Ald. Foreman did not desire to be a candi- 


date for reélection. It was declared he would . 


not be permitted to be by the opposing fac- 
tion, whereupon he did become an active 
candidate. No opposition was offered to him 
in the primaries save by W. A. Wallace, a 


| colored voter of the ward. Wallace received 


420 votes and Foreman the rest. 

Then Attorney Young was proposed as a 
candidate by petition as an indepenaent Re- 
publican. At the outset the Douglas Neigh- 
borhood club and the .Rev. Morton Culver 
Hartzell were numbered in the strongest gup- 
port of Mr. Young. Immediately thereafter 
Senator Ettelszon and Mr. Schuyler assumed 
the leadership of the Young campaign, and 
Mr. Schuyler admitted the fight against 
Foreman was being made as a starter to gain 
control of the Republican organization in the

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MARY GARDEN FORGETS A DEBT 


Chicago Man Remembers It, 
However, and Collects Money. 


GAVE CHECK FOR $20,000. 


Singer Repays Loan for Giving Her 
Musical Education. 


New York, March 24.—[Special.]—The lat- 
est trouble of Miss Mary Garden, the Salome 
and Thais of the Manhattan opera house, had 
to do not with Oscar Hammerstein nor any 
Italian soprano, but with David Mayer of 
Chicago, who was a member of the firm of 
Schlessinger & Mayer. Mr. Mayer, with his 
wife, had advanced Miss Garden $20,000 for 
her musical education. 

That was eleven years ago. Miss Garden 
at that time was a choir singer in Chicago. 
She was about to start for Paris to learn to 
sing and act. The Mayers were interested in 
her—they had been friends of her father— 
they believed she had talent. They furnished 
the money necessary for her grounding her- 
self in her art; she not only grounded herself 
but made a big success. 

However, success at the Paris Opera 
Comique does not mean the same thing 
financially that success means in New York, 
and Miss Garden did not find it convenient 
to reimburse her benefactors. Nor did they 
ask it until six years ago—two years after 
she had made her sensational debut in Char- 
pentier’s opera, ‘‘ Louise.” 

The families, up to that time good friends, 
had a disagreement. 


Only Trifling Private Matter. 


Miss Garden will not go into details on the 
subject, which she insists is a private mat- 
ter. But about two months ago Mr. Mayer, 
impatient for his money and believing the 
soprano now was making plenty to pay him, 
demanded it. Miss Garden was willing to 
pay, but preferred to return the amount in 
installments—*‘ $20,000 is not found every 
day on a street corner,’’ she expressed it. 

The amount which Hammerstein pays his 
leading French singer never has been made 
public, but it may be said that it is upward 
of $1,000 a night; and when the opera season 
in Thirty-fourth street, in Philadelphia, and 
in Boston closes she will have sung in the 
neighborhood of fifty times. 

There were communications of a more or 
less acri€ character between the Mayers and 
Miss Garden; and then the soprano did a 
little scurrying about to her banks and sent 
to Chicago a check for the sum of $20,000, 
plus the interest. Just what this interest is 
Miss Garden did not say; but she is per- 
fectly willing to say it was good and liberal 
—considerably more than 6 per cent. 


Pays Back Huge Interest. 

“Tt came to much more than the princi- 
pal,” declared Miss Garden. 

The singer denies she had any great trouble 
getting together the sum. 

“T had it in the house,” she said in reply 
to a question on this point. Nor will she dis- 
cuss the character of the “ disagreement ” 
between her and Mr. and Mrs. Mayer, both 
of whom she says were interested in the mat- 
ter, which began six years ago, and what 
caused her to settle the whole obligation in a 
lump. 

“It was merely an unpleasant little epi- 
sode,” she said, “ which is better forgotten. 
Everything now has been paid—interest and

SENATOR'S CROWN 


Governor in Forcible Words 

| Makes Band of Hope Be 

Good and Kills Scheme of 
Foes and Friends. 


A. J. HOPKINS IS JOYOUS, 


Enemies of Ex-Statesman Shown 
to Have No More Power to 
Elect Senator than to 
Run an Airship.

Springfield, Ill... March 24.—[Special.}— 
Charies 8. Deneen by virtue of his own ef- 
forts remains as governor of Illinois for the 
present. The Band of Hope by fault of its 
own efforts has been obliged to have a patgh 
put in the seat of its trousers. Again it has 
been the victim of its own enthusiasm. 
The Shurtleff Republicans are disgusted. 
The Hopkins Republicans are elated. The 
Deneen Republicans are dejected. The Lori- 
mer Republicans are disappointed. The 
Sullivag, Democrats are dissatisfied. . The 
anti-Sullivan Democrats are wearied. Other 
wise the commonwealth of Illinois may be 
presumed to be in its.normal condition. 
Mr. Deneen is the most completely satis- 
fied man in the state. He not only succeed- 
ed in his endeavor not to be elected United 
States senator, but he succeeded in pad- 
locking the deadlock, and after a day of 
great effort and great stress the deadloch 
remains as exhibit A to prove the efficacy 
of the padlocking. 


Had 160 Votes Lined Up. 
Congressman William Lorimer had 160 
votes in line to make Deneen senator. He 
had all but fifteen of the republicans. He 
had in addition a majority of the Democrats, 
Mr. Deneen would have been given the 
largest vote ever received by a successful 
candidate for the United States senate in 
the Illinois legislature if he had not spoiled 
it all by kicking the seat out of the trousers 
of the enthusiastic Band of Hope. 

That interesting aggregation of statesmen 
is in a chastened state of mind tonight. It 
is conscious of its many sins and is con- 
vinced that to err is human. 

It has been subject to the vicissitudes of 
politics on previous occasions in the present

lots, 

One vote is all that Mr. Deneen was given. 
The proceedings constituted as complete a 
flas¢o as has been enjoyed by disinterested 
persons for many a legislative day. 

Mr. Lorimer, who laid the plans for the 
election of the governor, remains placid an@ 
good humored in spite of the unfortunate 
turn taken by affairs. The congressman does 
not blame the governor. He thinks that Mr, 
Deneen exercised his own proper privilege 
in reducing the Band of Hope to a proper state 
of discipline and preventing his own election, 
He regards it as unfortunate that Mr. De- 
neen could not have been absent temporarily 
from this fair city. In such a case it is a 
certainty that he would have been elected to 
Mr. Hopkins’ seat. 


Hopkins’ Spirits Revive Again. 
Unkind persons persist in saying that if 
the governor had kept his feet in a hot bath 
tinctured adequately with mustard and red 
pepper all would have been well, but they 
are recognized as unkind persons. 

The only logic which these unkind per- 
sons have in their reasoning is furnished 
by the fact that Roy O. West, the confi- 
dential friend of the governor, who is vastly 
dedirous of seeing Mr. Deneen in a senatorial 
chair, acted as a regular little messenger 
between the governor and Mr. Lorimer and 
Mr. Shurtleff. 

Some persons prominent In politics are so 
opaque as not to be able to admit the light 
of reasonable probability. Mr. West, im 
his messenger stunts, acts according to hig 
own personal and individua! judgment and 
does not reflect the judgment of Mr. Deneea. 
The opaque persons who insist on judging 
Mr. Deneen by Mr. West's actions get badly 
lost in a bog of misapprehension and were 
lost last night. 

The fiasco having been as complete and 
adequate as it proved to be, the spirit of 
the Hopkins Republicans has improved won- 
derfully. For the first time since the dead- 
lock was established Mr. Hopkins was the 
object of an attack from the opposing forces, 
The results were not flattering to the offel» 
sive ability of the Shurtleff-Lorimer outfit. 
It was demonstrated that the anti-Hopkins 
faction has no more power to elect @ sen- 
ator than it has to operate an aeroplane. 


Didn’t Even Raise a Scare. 

It is a beautiful organization in defense, buf 
a dub in offense. It did not even raise a 
good sized scare in fe breast of the Hop- 
kins following. With the aid of Mr. Shurt- 
leff it was able to keep the two branches of 
the assemblies in continuous session from 
noon until nearly 5 o’clock in the afternoon, 
during which time the twelve ballots were 
taken. but it was unable to make an inch of 
progress. 

The moment the Shurtleff-Lerimer crowd 
came out in the open in an effort to accom- 
plish something it displayed its weakness. 
It has been described as an extremely ef- 
fective organization so long as it endeavored 
merely to keep its foot in the door to pre- 
vent another faction from closing it in its 
face. The moment it tried to push the door 
open it demonstrated the fact that its 
strength is mostly in its shoes. 

Strange as it may seem, the failure of Mr. 
Lorimer’s plans will mot affect the status 
of the Deneen-Lorimer agreement. The con- 
greasman willingly concedes to the governor 
the right to block the plans which were on 
foot today. He does not believe that Mr. 
Deneen played in bad faith with him. He in- 
sists that there was no misunderstanding 
which consulted the governor's convenience 
in the slightest. He admits that the effort 
was to “put something over’ on Deneen 
and to make “ ft stick "’ if they were able te 


do so. Failing in the effort, Mr. Lorimer fe~ 
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mains perfectly well satisied with Mr. 
Deneen. 

Mr. Shurtleff’s personal desire is to return 
to the one ballot a day program, but he has 
read some statements of Mr. Hopkins to the 
effect that the ex-junior senator can get 
only one ballot each day and he is willing 
to give as many as can be desired If no 
request for continuous voting is made the 
assembly probably will drop back into its 
one ballot stage. 

Gov. Deneen began to reject the senator- 
ship last night about 10 o’clock when Roy 
O. West, the regular little messenger from 
Mr. Lorimer, approached him to take cau- 
thous deep sea soundings and ascertain 
as quietly as possible how the governor 
stood with regard to a seat in the Cherokee 
strip in the United States senate chamber 
at that particular moment. 

The governor informed Mr. West, as he 
has informed him and numerous other folks 
previously, that he did not regard himself 
as a candidate for the place and would not 
take it if it were offered td him. Mr. West, 
Beemingly convinced, departed from the 
presence of his excellency and went to the 
Lorimer-Shurtleff organization with his re- 
port. Later Mr. Lorimer had a talk with 
the governor and was informed that noth- 


' {ng could induce him to take the position 


for which Mr. Hopkins is striving. 

Early this morning Lorimer and Shurtleff 
were convinced that the bottom had dropped 
out of their plans, but in the meanwhile the 
congressman and his friends had been lining 
up the Republican and the Democratic votes 
and had, according to their own statements, 
about 160 of both varieties salted away for 
the governor. 


Mother Urges Against Scheme. 

It was distasteful to both gentlemen tocon- 
template the waste of these perfectly good 
votes and the consequent elation of the Hop- 
kins faction. It was distressing to abandon 
the beautiful plan of action which had been 
mapped out, and Mr. Shurtleff decided at 
least to give it a tryout in spite of the fact 
that he had been informed of the governor's 
intention to kick the bottom out of it Iim- 
mediately on arising in the morning. 

Soon after Mr. Deneen arose he received a 
confirmation of his good judgment in re- 
questing the legislative tempters to get be- 
hind him. His mother, having read the Chi- 
cago papers containing accounts of the at- 
tempts to be made on Mr. Deneen’s political 
being and being disturbed by the same, got 
her son on the long distance telephone and 
urged him “for the honor of the family ”’ 
Bot to consent to any such arrangement. 

Mrs. Deneen is said to have made a strong 
plea to her son’s sense of justice and honor 
not to take the position which had been won 
by another man.in the primaries. The gov- 
ernor comforted her with the assurance that 
he had no intention of accepting the position 
which the legislature had it in mind to offer 
him, and then moved over to the statehouse 


Explosive and Expressive Declination. 

As soon as the legislators began to present 
themselves for the morning session they 
found requests from the governor's office 
asking that they come down for a few mo- 
ments’ conversation. The invitations were 
directed to the Band of Hope members of 
the house, they being known to have piedged 
themselves to the *‘ Senator Deneen’’ move- 
ment at a meeting held last night in Repre- 
sentative Sollitt’s room in the Leland hotel. 

Forty-six members in all were invited sep- 
a@rately into thése conferences and each indi- 
vidual statesman found an explosive gov- 
ernor. The language Mr. Deneen used in 
expressing his unwillingness to be United 
States senator from Illinois still remains as 
@ thing admired by the _ statesmen who 
listened to it. Mr. Deneen disposed of the 
Band of Hope members at the rate of about 
one a minute, In each case it was a minute 
chock full of language. 

There is no evidence to show that the gov- 
ernor violated any of the ten commandments 
in any of the instructions, requests, or orders 


‘which he gave to the faithful, but there is 


much evidence tending to prove the fact that 
he used strong and vigorous terms. 

Several! of the faithful admit that they con- 
sider it one of the experiences of their lives 
to have had the privilege of listening to Mr. 
Deneen expressing his sentiments regarding 
the movement to make him senator. 


Would Regard It Personal Insult. 

One luckless Band of Hoper, who had the 
misfortune to be about No. 41 in the list of 
those summoned and conversed with, gives it 
as his opinion that Mr. Deneen started out 
in short sentences of one syllable words with 
those who came in early, but gave the late 
@rrivals the benefit of all he had said to his 
earlier callers, plus what he had thoughi of 
during their visits. . 

The forty-first visitor confesses that he sat 


‘in-admiration before Mr. Deneen and listened 


to him in much the same spirit in which he 
would have given ear to a Thomas concert. 
He departed appalled, realizing for the first 
time the full beauty of the English language. 

Mr. Deneen said to each and all of these 
visitors that he would regard itasa personal 
insult if any man voted for him for senator. 
and certainly that no friend of his would 
dream of doing it. 

He told each visitor that no friend of his 
would dream of lending himself to any such 
purpose as that harbored by the Shurtleft- 
Lorimer_organization. He Said that it was 
preposterous for any man to think for a 
moment that he would accept the senator- 
ship. He said that he would refuse to take it 
if it were offered to him, and he declared it 
to be his opinion that the whole proposition 
had been framed up as a plot of the anti- 
Hopkins faction in the Republican party to 
destroy the Hopkins strength and ultimate- 
ly to elect some other candidate. 


Bound to Have Been Elected. 


These conferences in which the forty-six 
hand picked members of the Band of Hope 
appeared, occupied about one hour, and dur- 
ing that hour Mr. Deneen successfully spiked 
all chance which hé had of being elected to 
the United States senate. 

If he-had kept his hands off there is not 
the slightest doubt in the world that he 
would have been elected United States sen- 


_ ator. The Band of Hope was pulsating with 
_ desire to hand this honor to him, and, as has 


been said, Lorimer and Shurtleff had done 
the rest. 

When the fated hour of noon arrived, and 
the joint assembly was seated in the hall of 
the house of representatives, the Band of 
Hope sat uneasily, knowing that it had been 
reduced to a proper state of discipline. 

The Band of Hope had been caught red 
handed in the gay life, and had been reduced 
forcibly to the simple life. It had been 
taught the error of its ways. and was con- 
trite. It was chastened, and felt the need of 
reseating its trousers.

When these conferences were over, the 
Shurtleff-Lorimer program had been broken 
and the leaders of the Hopkins qpposition 
knew it better than any one else, but in spite 
of the unfortunate circumstances Mr. Shurt- 
leff decided to stick to that portion of the 
origina] intentions which pertained to con- 
tinuous balloting. 

In the original plans it had been intended 
that the first and second ballots of the day 
should be much the same as those of the pre- 
ceding days in the deadlock. Therefore, when 
Representative William Tudor Ap Madoc, one 
of the early anti-Hopkins Band of Hope mem- 
bers on the house roll call, responded, as he 
has done heretofore, by voting for Congress- 
man William E. Foss, no great surprise was 
caused. 


Was to Come on Third Ballot. 


It had been understood that Mr. Ap Madoc 
and the other members of the Band of Hope 
should continue for two ballots to do as 
they have done before. It was on the third 
ballot of the day that Mr. Ap Madoc and his 
friends were to depart from their earlier 
ways and were to vote for Deneen. 

On the first ballot Mr. Hopkins, the victim 
of all the scheming. was given seventy-five 
votes. Mr. Deneen's name was not men- 
tioned until the fifth ballot of the day, the 
fifty-third of the deadlock, when Speaker 
Shurtleff, having just survived as the victim 
of eulogistic remarks from Representative 
Lederer, voted for the governor. He did so 
in so small a tone of voice that few of the 
legislators caught the drift of things and it 
remained for the announcement of the vote 
to disclose the fact that Mr. Deneen had 
been entered for the first time in the sena- 
torial balloting. 

On the next ballot Mr. Shurtleff returned 
to his old standby, George Edmond Foss, and 
it war on the fifty-fifth ballot that he con- 
tribuied the only other ballot which Mr. 
Deneen received. This time he made his an- 
nouncement plainly, and it was heard by all 
and sundry and in the hall of the house. 
Thereupon there were some cheers, but they 
came from discouraged men. 


Find Out That Game Is Lost. 


By this time the statesmen were fully cog- 
nizant of the fact that the game was lost, 
that Mr. Deneen would remain governor for 
the time beinz, at least, and that the dead- 
lock would retain its strength. 

The first time Mr. Shurtleff entered Mr. 
Deneen’s name he was preceded by Mr. Led- 
erer in the aforementioned laudatory address 
Mr. Lederer has been voting for William E 
Mason, for whom his district instructed him 
Mr. Lederer said he recognized the futility 
of further votes for Mr. Mason. He said 
he realized that the legislature was con- 
fronted with a stern duty. He said he knew 
it was up to each and every member of the 
general assembly ta conduct himself so in 
this crisis that succeeding generations would 
wish to hang out flags on the anniversary of 
his birth. 

Mr Lederer wished so to conduct himself 
He wished to vote for a patriotic statesman. 
He wished to record his vote for the next 
United States senator from Illinois He 
stated it as his opinion that the legislature 
had been riding on a ground wave for some 
time. He said that the individuai: members 
of the general assembly recognized this and 
knew down in their hearts that one man and 
one man alone would answer when the dee 
mand of the people of the great common- 
wealth of Illinois—that one man could sat- 
isfy the popular demand for a United States 


senator. 
Shurtleff Statesmen Made Joyful. 

Mr. Lederer, who is a new member, said 
that each individual legislator knew down in 
his heart who this man was. He said it was 
almost a shame to mention his name, so well 
was it known to the statesmen. Neverthe- 
less Mr. Lederer did mention his name. He 
said it was that of Edward D. Shurtleff, 
speaker of the house of representatives. 

Many statesmen had fits of prolonged joy 
at thisannouncement. Representative B. M. 
Chiperfield of Canton, Ill, was particularly 
joyous. Mr. Chiperfield, seeing the inevitable 
end of Mr. Lederer’s remarks, had equipped 
himself with a large book and on the con- 
clusion of the eloquent address he banged 
the book with great force and telling effect 
on his desk. Thereat there was much joy, 
and “the Shurtleff faction lifted its voice and 
made a mighty outcry. 

The net result of Mr. Lederer’s eloquence 
was one additional vote for Mr. Shurtleff. 
If it had been hoped that by the Chicago rep- 
resentative’s vote and voice the foundations 
of the world would be shaken such hope was 
doomed to disappointment. Mr. Shurtleff 
followed it up by voting for Mr. Deneen, 
probably to relieve his overwrought feel- 
ings—and that was all. 


No Panic by Lederer Bolt. 

If it were the hope that the Lederer bolt 
toward Shurtleff would create a panic in the 
minds of the Band of Hope and that this 
panic would counteract the salutory effect 
of Mr. Deneen’s wards as poured into the 
ears of the Band of Hcpe and would start its 
members voting for Mr. Deneen despite his 
warnings, this hope also was misplaced. 

The Band of Hope had got its, and was 
panic proof, The iempting bait which Mr. 
Shurtleff offered it in presenting Mr. Deneen's 
name went unheeded. The Band of Hope 
was sitting tight to avoid displaying the 
worn spot in the seat of his trousers, hop- 
ing to find time to consult a tailor before any 
public display would be necessary. 

In spite of the hopelessness of the occa- 
sion Mr. Shurtleff held the nose of the legis- 
lature to the grindstone during the long and 
wearisome hours of the useless balloting. 
It is explained that the speaker has been re- 
proached by the Hopkins faction for his al- 
leged unwillingness to grant more than one 
ballot a day and that he toolgthis opportunity 
to give the assembly twelve ballots. 


Hopkins Buys Lunch All Around. 


In doing so he deprived the statesmen of 
their lunches, but gave Mr. Hopkins the 
chance to display his humanity and public 
spirit. The ¢€x-junior senator who had no 
occasion to miss his regular noonday meal. 
was reminded of the unfortunate plight of 
those unfortunate legislators held mealless 
by the determination of Mr. Shurtleff to give 
an abundance of ballots. 

The unfortunates were a-hungered and had 
no means of feeding themselves and Mr. 
Hopkins came to their rescue. He sent over 
boxes of oranges and apples and baskets of 
sandwiches and the legislative appetite was 
dulled with this light food.

COL.DEWEY BREAKS 
FROM THE MAYOR 


Is the Leader of an Entirely 
New Faction in Cook Coun- 
ty’s Republicanism. 


BECOMES U. 8. MARSHAL. 


Nomination to Sueceed L.*T. Hoy 
Goes to Senate Today; Gets 
No Aid from Cullom. 


° ‘ 
Col. Chauncey Dewey becomes the next 
United States marshal for the Northern dis- 


Woodstock. His nomination will be sent to 
the senate today by President Taft. Sena- 
tor Shelby M. Cullom will be an unwilling but 
peaceable bystander, and the nomination, be- 
yond peracventure, will be confirmed. 

These are minor facts in the proceedings. 
Dewey breaks openly with Mayor Busse and 
becomes the first and original head of a new 
organization in Cook county Republican 
politics, which is neither state mor federal in 
its composition, so far as old lines are con- 
cerned. As the probable chief head dis- 
penser of federal patronage in Illinois through 
Postmaster General Frank H. Hitchcock 
and the personal friendship of President Taft, 
he practically serves notice to the old cap- 
tains general of the Illinois federal crowd 
that their days are numbered. 

Just before midnight Col. Dewey was ap- 
prised that his nomination would be submit- 
ted to the senate today. He was neither 
surprised nor grieved. However, he did not 
admit the fact. 


Mum on Federal Jobs. 


“I should be violating a direct personal 
confidence should I discuss the federal ap- 
pointments in Chicago in any way, shape, or 
manner,’’ said Col. Dewey, in what he said 
was the first statement made to any Chi- 
cago paper during the day. P 

He had returned from Washington in the 
morning and had been in seclusign all day 
long.. Perturbing him was the probability 
of Hobart Young quitting the race for alder- 
man in the Third ward. which ts a dire 
blow at the Ettelson-Schuyler organization. 
marked out for a foundation stone in the 
new Dewey organization substructure. He 
also had across to bear in a.formal statement 
given out by City Collector Ernest J. Mager- 
stadt, one of Mayor Busse’'s cabinet, which 
accused Dewey of bad faith and of violation 
of a political compact in the arrangement of 
political plans forthe First congressional 
district prior to the Republican national con- 
vention. 


stadt, which 1s also the first direct assault 
which he makes against any member of the 
present municipal administration: 

“To my knowledge Magerstadt is the first 
Republican of importance or auto-impor- 
tance who is displeased with the election of 
William H. Taft. What he says is ridicu- 
lous.”’ 


Third Ward Fight Causes Friction. 


Col. Dewey would have resigned asa mem- 
ber of the board of local improvements by 
appointment of Mayor Busse regardless of 
his empending new post. His open espousal 
of the Young cause against Foreman in the 
Third ward had started a friction which it 
is probable he would have terminated by 
quitting the mayor's near cabinet. Now he 
will resign anyhow. 

His new écuties will carry him into the 
realm of state politics. The northern dis- 
trict embraces these counties in northern 
Illinois: Cook, De Kalb, Du Page, Grundy, 
Kane, Kendall, Lake, La Salle, McHenry, 
Will.

Washington, D. C., March 24.—[Special.]— 
In connection with the reorganization of 
the department of justice, the interstate com- 
merce commission and the bureau of cor- 
porations, it is expected that the last named 
branch of government will be enlarged, and 
in this case Wade H. Ellis of Ohio, now as- 
sistant attorney general, will be named as 
commissioner of corporations. The sugges- 
tiom is of especial interest to Illinois, since 
it has provoked gossip that Edwin W. Sims, 
United States district attorney at Chicago, 
will succeed Ellis as assistant attorney gen- 
eral. 

Sims was named by Cullom and Hop- 
kins, the latter acting upon the recommenda- 
tion of Lorimer. It is unlikely, in the case 
of his election, that he will favor the reten- 
tion of Sims. 

The latter has a greater claim for public 
recognition, however, than the recommenda- 
tion of Hopkins. His work in Chicago is 
given high credit by the department of 
justice. He has been the right hand man 
of the department in various federal prose- 
cutions, particularly against the Standard 
Oil company, and no fault is attached to him 
because the Standard indictments were 
found defective, the indictments not having 
been prepared by the Chicago officer. 

It is suggested that his training makes him 
especially fit to have charge of the “ trust 
busting ’’ work which the present admin- 
istration, as the last, considers so important. 
The new bureau of corporations will not be 
formed, however, before next year, so that 
Mr. Sims probably will remain where he is 
for some time. , 


HUNTED MAN KILLS HIMSELF 
WHEN CORNERED BY POLICE. 


Death of Fugitive Ends Search Which 
Started in Chicago and Finished 
in Harrisburg, Pa. 


Harrisburg, Pa., March 24.—[Special.]— 
Frederick H. Richardson, once a prosperous 
manufacturer of Elmira, N. Y., wanted on 
the charge of embezzlement, committed sui- 
cide here today when cornered by the police.

This was a day of rough seas and a rolling 
ship that made many passengers seasick, but 
Theodore Roosevelt declared that he felt 
“fine and dandy.’”’

THREE FEET BETWEENCARS 
ASKED IN LEGISLATIVE BILL. 


Representative Walsh Introduces Meas- 
ure Which Will Affect Street Rail- 
way Lines in Chicago. 


Springfield, Ill, March 2.—[Special.]— 
Representative Walsh introduced a bill to- 
day which, if it had any chance of passage, 
would give the Chicago street car companies 
an uneasy moment and the city adminis- 
tration as well. It provides that streef rail- 
way tracks shal! not be laid so as to leave 
less than three feet space between the cars. 

The argument for the introduction of the 
Walsh bill is based on the fact that a num- 
ber of persons have lost their lives in Chi- 
cago as the result of the action of the board 
of examining engineers in allowing the new 
tracks to be so placed as to permit of less 
than a foot clearance between the cars. 

For the legislature to pass the bill would 
mean the tearing up of at least one track 
in all the trolley streets of Chicago. The 
measure may serve to revive the question 
which was extensively considered in Chi- 
cago when the street car companies were 
starting their rehabilitation work. but is 
_ regarded as likely to be enacted into 
aw.

SUICIDE FAILS AS CLEW. 
Sharon People Expect Others to 
Be Shown as Having Part

Cleveland. O., March 24.—[Special }—WTlle 
Whitla today positively identified the man 
and woman arrested here last night as the 
ones who were leaders in his kidnaping from 
his home in Sharon. After the identification 
of the man had been made more certain by 
the janitor of the school from “which Willie 
was stolen, the boy appeared before the 
grand jury to testify against the couple. 

The man is known to be James H. Boyle.a 
pative of Sharon and a plumber by trade, 
who has been mixed up with police cases in 
many cities. The woman has not been identi- 
fed. She is said to be Boyle’s wife and to 
bave gone under the name of Helen Faulk- 
per. Nothing is known of her previous to the 
time she met Boyle in St. Louis a year ago. 
She bas claimed both Denver and Brooklyn 
as her home. 


That another person was involved in the | 


kidnaping was the theory of the police when 
late today a woman said to be Mary Diener 
committed suicide by taking poison. 
yeloped that this woman had been in the 
company of the Boyles in a saloon last night. 
Investigation showed, however, that she was 
simply an innocent participator in the hos- 
pitality of the Boyles. It is believed that 
fear for possible results of having been in 
the company of the alleged kidnapers caused 
the woman to do away with herself. 


Woman Unknown by Whitla. 

When Mr. Whitla, father »f the kidnaped 

boy, confronted the woman today there was 
no sign of recognition on either side. 

That an effort will be made to keep names 
from the public is shown by the action of the 
authorities in Sharon in substituting “* Jobn 
Doe’ and ‘‘ Mary Roe” for all names in 
official papers. 

AnsWering tne request‘ of the Cleveland po- 
lice Attorney Whitla, accompanied by Mrs. 
Whitla, their son and daughter, Willie and 
Saline, a boy schoolmate of Willie, Harry 
Forker, a brother of Mrs. Whitla, Janitor 
Sloss, Chief of Police Crane, Detective 
Kempler, District Attorney Lininger, former 
District Attorney Cochran, and Detective 
Ward. al! of Sharon, arrived here at 1 o’clock 
today to identify the prisoners. 

Mr. Whitla then went to the police station, 
but was not allowed to see the prisoners him- 
self. He was informed by the chief that the 
only identification he desired was that which 
only the boy, Willie, could make. The chief 
also told Mr. Whitla that if he did not care 
to make the identification in the usual man- 
ner he could return to Sharon, and that the 
prisoners would be prosecuted here on the 
charge of blackmail. ~ ’ 

The father of the boy who was stolen then 
agreed to have Willie see the man and wom- 
an. An hour later, Mr. and Mrs. Whitla, 
their children, and Janitor Sloss appeared 
before the chief of police. 

The man was the first one taken before 
them. Boyle was a little pale and nervous. 

There was a faint smile upon his lips. He 
was seated before the party, which formed a 
semi-circle in front of him. 


Sure of Man’s Identity. 

Chief -Kohler asked Willie if he had ever 
geen the man before. 

“Sure,” said Willie brightly. ‘Why, 
that is the man I left Sharon with. He took 
me to Cleveland, then to Ashtabula, and back 
to Cleveland.”’ 

The boy was asked the same question again 
to make certain of his memory, and again 
he deciared he was positive. 

‘* He had a mustache when I first saw him 
at the schoolhouse,” he supplemented, ‘* but 
he must have cut it off later. This is the 
way he looked when | last saw him in Cleve- 
land.’’ 

Boyle smiled sarcastically throughout the 
recital, but said not a word. He eyed his ac- 
cusers defiantly. When Willie concluded 
Boyle was taken back to his cell and the 
woman was brought in. 

She was defiant and haughty in her de- 
meanor. Blankly she stared at Whitla and 
the other members of the party. Her only 
relapse from the indignant manner was when 
she first saw Willie. The woman smiled. 


Woman Shakes Willie’s Hand. 


Immediately Willie walked up to her and, 
extending his hands, said: 

“ How do you do?”’ 

“ Hello, Willie,”’ the woman replied, as she 
placed her hand upon his head and caressed 
him for an Instant. 

The boy then stepped back to his father 
and was asked several questions by the chief 
of police. 

“ Yes, I know her,’’ he said. “ She was the 
hurse who took care of mein Cleveland. She 
told me I was sick and ina hospital. I saw 
her a whole lot, as she was with me most al] 
of the time.”’ 

Notwithstanding the woman's former as- 
fertion that there would bea sensation when 
She was identified or, when Whitla saw her, 
she and Whitla looked at each other without 
any outward evidence of recognition. They 
did not speak to each other. Neither did 
ehe speak to any of the other members of 
the party. ' 

After the brief examination by the chief 
the woman was taken backtothe jail. After 
leaving the police station Whitla would make 
ho comments régarding the woman under 
Suspicion, 

Leaving the station the Whitlas were 
Tushed to the courthouse in automobiles in 
charge of Sheriff Hirstius, who. previously 
had served a summons upon Mr. Whitla and 
bis son to-appear before the grand jury. 


Whitlas Before Grand Jury. 

Their appearance before the jury was brief. 
Earlier in the day arrangements had been 
completed for taking the case up quickly. 

County Prosecutor Cline, who is in charge 
of the grand jury, said that while he could not 
fay what the grand jury would do the man 
and woman could be held in Ohio on the 
charge of blackmail. The prosecutor also 
Siated that the grand jury was taking the 
matter up merely as a precaution, as there 
was no present intention of prosecuting the 
Prisoners here. 
4, It would be better if they were tried in 
Pennsylvania as the laws in that state are 
much more severe, the extreme penalty for 
kidnaping being life imprisonment,” the pros- 

said. ‘‘ That is what they deserve if 

Guilty. For that reason they will be taken 
to Sharon for trial first. If for any reason 
they escape punishment there they cannot 
escape entirely, as we could arrest them on 
the charge of blackmail. We shall watch 
the case closely. 

The Whitlas left for Sharon at 6 o'clock.

“No Quorum” Result of Sud- 
den Desertion and School 
Business Is Tied Up. 


ALL RESULT OF DEBATE. 


Climax of Obstructive Tactics Is 
Reached in Lighting Con- 
tract Discussion. 


“After two hours of obstructionist methods 
on the part of the Dunne “ patriots "’ of the 
board of education, during which charges of 
falsification of records, of intentional] insults, 
and of highwayman methods were bandied 
back and forth, the patriots adopted the un- 
precedented move of a ** walkout” to force 
their demand for a change in the minutes of 
the proceedings of the board. The walkout 
resulted in breaking a quorum and in post- 
poning until an adjourned meeting can be 
called for next Monday night the business of 
the school system which has accumulated for 
a month. 

The trouble hegan when the minutes of 
previous meetings were offered for correc- 
tion. The Dunne members dragged out the 
report of the meeting at which the contract 
with the Commonwealth Edison company for 
electric light for the schools was thrashed 
out. 

The first contract was sent from the com- 
mittee on buildings and grounds to the 
board of education meeting, where it was 
considered in committee of the whole, modi- 
fied, and subsequently adopted. Trustee 
Sonsteby objected to the fact that the original 
contract did not appear in the minutes of 
the meeting, and asked that it be inserted. 
Then trouble began. 


One Asserts, Other Reiterates. 

*“ Every document used in the report of the 
committee of the whole to the board of edu- 
cation is embodied in the minutes as they 
stand now,” declared Trustee Spiegel. 
‘The record is absolutely clear as to what 
was done.” 

‘“‘It is not clear and there is a deliberate 
attempt here to falsify the records of the 
, board,’’ charged Patriot Sonsteby. ‘ This 
; is not a correct record of what actually

statutes.”’

REMEMBERED IN EAST ST. LOUIS. 

St. Louis,Mo., March 24.—[ Special. ]—James 
F. Boyle met “ Helen Faulkner’’ a year ago 
while Boyle was employed by a plumbing 
company in St. Clair avenue, East St. Louis.’

After Boyle had met the woman they went 
to Springfield, Ill., and nothing was heard 
from them until] last September, when the 
police telephoned the East St. Louis au- 
thorities that warrants had issued against 
them, and asked for their criminal record. 
There was no criminal record to be given 
as neither had ever been arrésted in East 
St. Louis. They were given hours to leave 
Springfield and since then nothing had been 
heard of them. 


WORKED FRAUD AT SPRINGFIELD. 

Springfield, Il]., March 24. — [Special.]— 
James F. Boyle and Helen Faulkner are be- 
lieved to be a couple who worked a hogus 
check game in this vicinity last September, 
and who cleverly escaped from custody by 
duping the local police after they had been 
arrested. 

They were apprehended on a charge of 
passing a worthless check for $25 on a local 
shoe campany on Sept. 13 

Boyle and the woman were released, and 
disappeared. After they were gone another 
check for $25 turned up. It had been passed 
on a tailor. Later, the police received re- 
ports to the effect that a man and woman 
answering the description of the couple had 
been operating at‘various points.

| ACCUSER HEARS SON ACCUSED 


W. T. Pursell Is Told Boy Was 
Charged with Burglary. 


MOTHER COMES TO HIS AID. 


But Facts Are Kept from Father for 
Nearly a Year. 


W. T. Pursell, manager of the Illinois Life 
Insurance company, learned for the first time 
yesterday that his oldest son had been ar- 
rested on a charge of burglary nearly a year 
ago. The information came while he was 
engaged before the trial board in prosecuting 
Capt. Thomas Kane and five policemen of 
the Sheffield avenue police station who had 
arrested Murat Pursell, his second son 

Pursell at first refused to credit the story 
of his oldest son’s arrest and declared it false. 
It was only after he had taken the younger 
son into an outer room that he became con- 
vinced that the boys and their mother had 
kept the charges from him. 


Taken in Poolroom Raid. 

Murat Pursell, whoisa Qupil at the North 
Division Migh school, was arrested, with 
seven other boys, in a raid on a poolroom 
kept by A. E. Winchell, 517 Lincoln avenue, 
on Jan. 23. He was not released from the 
Sheffield avenue station until the following 
evening, and on Monday, Jan. 25, he was 
dismissed by Municipal Judge Beitler. 

Mr. Pursell declared that the police had 
failed to notify him of his son’s arrest, al- 
though the boy had requested them to do soa. 
For that reagon he filed charges against 
Capt. Kane and the five policemen. 

When Capt. Kane testified he told of or- 
dering the raid and said that one reason he 
had for ordering the detention of the Pursell 
boy was that he believed he was the boy 
who had been accused of burglary. 


Says Mother Pleaded for Son. 

“It was at the home of Maj. Theodore 
Theis. 32 Pine Grove avenue, a friend of the 
Pursell family,’’ he said. ‘‘ The major heard 
a noise in the kitchen and went downstairs 
with an old fashioned pistol and captured 
Dr. Kenyon, a young medical student, a 
friend of Willie Pursell. On being questioned 
Kenyon said that his companion had been 
Pursell. His arrest was ordered. 

‘*‘ His mother came and pleaded with me 
and through a combination of circumstances 
and the influence of charitable persons who 
convinced me that it would be giving a young 
boy a chance to reform I consented to the 
case being dismissed.”’ 

‘‘T want to say,’’ said Pursell interrupting, 
‘that this is the first time 1 knew of this. 
I have just had his brother outside and he 
has told me that this did occur. I had not 
béen told of it before.”’ 

No decision was given regarding Mr. Pur- 
gsell’'s charges, as Assistant Chief Schuettler 
was called away. 


Patrolman O’Connell Is Accused. 

John Hanley of the Stanton avenue 
station will file two charges today with Chief 
Shippy against Patrolman Jeremiah O’Con- 
neil, who was suspended on Monday.

DECLARES DESPONDENCY LED 
EDNA HANDY TO KILLHERSELF. 


James Thompson Says He Sometimes 
Wrote to School Friend in Albany, 
but Knows of No Love Affair.

James Thompson declares it was despond- 
ency and not a love affair that caused Edna 
Handy of Albany to commit suicide at her 
home there after preparing a package of let- 
ters to be returned to him. Thompson is 
auditor of the Fulwell Elevator company 
here, with offices in the Fisher building. 

“T used to go to school with her in Cleve~ 
land,”’ he said. “For ten years we corre- 
sponded at long intervals. Sometimes a year 
would pass without a letter. I sometimes ex- 
ecuted business commissions for her when 
she was in a little business for herself. Re- 
cently she had been with a loan company. 

“ One week ago I received a letter from her, 
in which she said she had been criticised for 
making bad loans, and that she had resigned. 
Her mother died the same week, and this, I 
suppose, led to her suicide. 

“I understand that she tied in bundles all 
the letters she ever received from every one. 
There can only be a few of mine. Her death

“The proceedings of a subcommittee or 
of any regular committee of the board have 
no business in the printed records of meet- 
ings of the board,” said Mr. Dawes. ‘* This 
seems to have crept in and if we exclude 
it we shall have an absolutely clear record 
of the proceedings.” 

But Mr. Sonsteby insisted the original con- 
tract which was reported to the committée 
of the whole of the board by the buildings 
and grounds committee be incorporated in 
the minutes. After considerable argument 
the substitute motion carrying Mr. Dawes’ 
correction was offered and passed, the Dunne 
members standing by Mr. Sonsteby. Then 
the walkout occurred. 


Post Leads in Flight. 
“Inasmuch as there seems to be an at- 
tempt to manipulate and falsify the records of 
the board, I must ask to be excused from 
further attendance at this meeting,’’ an- 
nounced Trustee Louls fost. President 
Schneider granted the request, and then Mr. 
Sonsteby again tried to get his pet report 
into the minutes. 

“T cannot see why this contract, which 
merely was the report of a committee to an- 
other committee, and which never was acted 
upon by the board, should be incorporated in 
the proceedings.’’ said Dr. White. 

On the vote the motion of Mr. Sonsteby to 
include the report was defeated, and then 
the general defection of the Dunne members 
followed. While Mr. Robins repeated Trustee 
Post's general request, Mr. Mills and Dr. 
Guerin quietly made for the door.

SAYS 


Member Boasts Secret Societies Have 
Over 200 on Rolls. 


The suspension of five students of the Lake 
View High school, members of the Kappa 
Alpha Pi fraternity, for violating the “ anti- 
frat’ mandate of the Chicago board of edu- 
cation, and the information that fraternities 
and sororities are renewing their activities 
in other high schools have led the public 
schoo! authorities to prepare for a war of ex- 
termination on the frats. In addition to the 
five young men who were suspended by 
Principal Benjamin F. Buck on Tuesday, a 
sixth fraternity member, Emile Iaun, 1338 
Byron street, was suspended yesterday. 

The letter of President Otto C. Schneider 
of the board of education to the principals 
of other high schools ordering them to keep 
a sharp lookout for signs of fraternity ac- 
tivities also bore fruit in other quarters dur- 
ing the day, when J. ymond Jones, 980 
Winthrop avenue, a member of Kappa Alpha 
Pi in the Lane High scheol, was suspended. 

The parents of several of the young men 
suspended from the Lake View High school 
called on Assistant Superintendent Charles 
P. Megan in the afternoon to make applica- 
tion for reinstatements. They were told. 
however, that the cases were regarded as 
particularly flagrant because they were a 
breach of faith in the agreement made be- 
tween the board of education and the fra- 
ternities last fall by which the “ frats ’’ were 
to cease their activities while the matter was 
thrashed out through the courts. 


Honeycombed with Frats? 


That the Lake View school is honeycombed 
with “ frats"’ and sororities was the decla- 
ration made by two members of the school in 
THE TRIBUNE office. From a member of 
Kappa Alpha Pi it was learned that two ini- 
tiations have been conducted within the last 
two weeks, the first on Friday, March 12. 
for the south side high schools, and the sec- 
ond on Saturday, March 13, for the north 
side schools. It also was learned that the 
alumni chapter of this fraternity has a dance 
scheduled for next Friday night at the West 
End Woman's club. 

“If the school authorities think there are 
no fraternities other than ours at the Lake 
View High school they ought to investi- 
gate,"’ declared one of the suspended mem- 
bers of the Kappa Alpha Pi. “ The other 
fraternities—and they are all active—are 
Beta Zeta Phi, Gamma Delta Psi, Phi Sigma, 
and the sororities are Iota Beta Phi, Zeta 
Beta Psi, Kappa Psi, Pi Delta Psi, and Beta 
Phi Sigma. There are 200 boys and girls in 
the school who are active members of these 
fraternities and sororities. There also are 
chapters of these fraternities in other Chi- 
cago high schools.”’ 

It is probable Principal Benjamin F. Buck 
of the Lake View school will be asked to 
make a thorough investigation into the 
“frat’’ question, and similar requests prob- 


ably avill be made of the principals of the 
Hyde Park and Lane High schools, where the 
‘‘frats’’ are renewing their activity.

SHOT ENDS DUEL WITH CUES; 
TRAGEDY IN BILLIARD HALL. 


Crowd Sees Dramatic Ending of Hand 
to Hand Encounter Between Sicilians, 
Victor Fleeing After Murder. 


A battle with billiard cues, in which two 
Sicilians fought for an hour in a saloon at 
Larrabee and Hobbie streets yesterday after- 
noon, ended in the death of one when his 
opponent dropped his cue, drew a revolver, 
and shot his victim in the forehead. 
Modesta Barone, 30 years old, who lived in 
an Italian rooming house at 31 Gault court, 
was the man killed. Following the shooting 
the slayer disappeared. 

Barone was in a saloon conducted by John 
Rizzo at 143 Larrabee street. Four men were 
playing pool, and twenty Italians and Sicil- 
ians were gathered about the room. When 
the fight began men in the saloon climbed on 
the bar and chairs and urged on the con- 
testants. 

According to information furnished by a 
Mrs. Calenso, both men were nearly exhaust- 
ed when Barone ran from the saloon across 
the street. He drew a revolver as he ran and 
fired once when he saw he was followed. On 
the corner he turned to face his assailant and 
was shot in the head twice. 

The police arrested Lorito Corsello, a bar- 
tender at the Rizzo saloon, and took in cus- 
tody Edward Leone and Joe Romano, two 
barbers in front of whose shop Barone was 
killed.

UNIONS SHOCKED 
BY TYPIST STRIKE 


Stenographers at Labor Of- 
fices Demand Half Holiday; 
Don’t Get It; Walk Out. 


SEE A MATINEE; RETURN. 


Girls, Who Quietly Organize, 
Also Talk of Higher Wages 
and Better Hours. 


Officers and business agents of labor unions 
yesterday were given a dose of their own 
medicine—a strike. Young women stenog- 
raphers employed in the various union labor 
headquarters quietly have organized a ste- 
nographers’ union and yesterday noon about 
fifty girls quit work and walked out “ just 
to show they could do it.”’ 

The demand of the girls was that they be 
given a half holiday to attend a matinée per- 
formance at a downtown theater and they 
won “hands down.” Miss Madeline Dalloz, 
stenographer for the Chicago Federation of 
Labor, and Miss Marie Nestor, stenographer 
in the office of the Glove Workers’ union, pre- 
sented the demand for the half holiday to the 
business agents and secretaries of the offices 
= the various unions in the downtown dis- 
trict. 

Most of the union officials balked at the de- 
mand. They told their stenographers they 
had a mass of correspondence to get,out and 
much other office work that reaued im- 
mediate attention. At the secret méeting of 
the stenographers’ union, held at the City 
club a few days ago, the girls were instructed 
to walk out in the event the half holiday was 
refused. This instruction was carried out to 
the letter. 

“Nice How Do You Do.” 

Shortly after. noon and while the federa- 
tion officers were out to luncheon the throng 
of strikers gathered at the office of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor, 275 La Sallé 
street, where the girls were taken in charge 
by Mrs. Raymond Robins and Mrs. A. A. 
Allen. George Hodge, editor @ the Union 
Labor, advocate, then gave each of the girls 
a ticket for the theater. The girls attended 
the performance, chaperoned by Mrs. Allen. 

The summary strike action of the members 
of the new union created consternation in the 
Offices of the unions. 

“ This is a nice how do you do,”’ said Secre- 
tary Edward N. Nockels of the labor federa- 
tion. “I had & lot of important correspond- 
ence to get out and here we are up against a 
strike of the stenographers. 

“J can’t help but admire their spunk, 
though. I guess the unions have lost this 
strike all right.’’ 

Hodge is charged with responsibility for 
the strike because he promised the girls the 
theater party on condition that they organize 
a union. The! ers of the girls, under the 
direction of Mrs. Robins, immediately set to 
work to perfect the new organization and 
two days ago Miss Dalloz, who is temporary 
president, notified Hodge that the girls were 
ready to accept the promised theater party. 


New Scale and Other Things. 


After the new union is organized with a set 
of permanent officers the girls will present a 
wage scale and a set of new rules and work- 
ing conditions for the various labor offices 
There is much dissatisfaction with the wages 
they are getting. The leaders of the girls 
say some of the stenographers receive less 
than $10 a week. It is probable the girls 
will demand a minimum of $20 a week, an 
eight hour day and four weeks’ vacation in 
summer on full pay. 

After theater Mrs. Allen announced she 
will give a party in honor of the members 
of the new union at her residence, 1212 Green- 
wood terrace, some day next week. Officers 
of the unions fear this may cause another 
strike if the party is to be given in the after- 
noon. 

It is the Intention of the leaders of the 
movement to branch out and organize the 
stenographers all over the city.

An “elght hour mending circle ’’ has been 
formed by members of the Women's Trade 
Union league. The first meeting of thecircle 
to lay out its work will be held on April 1 
at 275 La Salle street. Mrs.Arnold Dresden 
has been appointed manager and Mrs. Robins 
will be ‘* forelady.’’ 
The women will darn socks, sew on buttons 
on old clothing, mend frazzled buttonholes, 
fix up old garments “ so they look like new,”’ 
starch and iron aprons and handkerchiefs, 
and do general mending jobs. Mrs. Dresden 
announced that mending work of all sorts 
will be received by the circle on and after 
April 1. 
Work will be done at the residences of the 
members of the circle, the assignments to be 
made to each worker twice a week at the 
headquarters of the league. The women will 
observe the eight hour day strictly. 


Shorter Hours or Strike.

The proceeding began with the formal 
reading of the budget committee’s report, 
but instead of listening to it the deputies, 
among whom much excitement was notice- 
able, eagerly discussed the situation among 
themselves. 

Leaders of the respective parties earnestly 
conferred on what soon proved an agree- 


When the reading of the report was finished 
the president of the house, following the 
customary procedure, announcéd that no- 
body had given notice of intention of speak- 
ing on the first item, which thereupon was 
passed without debate amid loud cheers’ 
from all parties except the Socialists. 

Herr Singer then announced that the So- 
cialists had refrained from the discussion 
because he had informed Chancellor von 
Buelow that they would speak when the

WOMAN DIES IN MICHIGAN. 


Mary Ann Sullivan Closes Life Spent as 
Daughter and Wife of British 
Soldiers. 


Detroit, Mich., March 24.—[{Special.—Mrs. 

Mary Ann Sullivan, whd was born on the 

battlefield of Waterloo while the cannon 

were roaring out the downfall of Napoleon 

during the great battle in 1815, died in St. 

Luke's hospital here today. She had been 

confined there by ailments of age for eleven 

years. 

During the campaign against Napoleon two 

women were allowed to go with each com- 

pany of the British soldiers. Mrs. Sulli- 

van’s mother, Mrs. William Southall, the. 
wife of a royal Welsh fusilier, was one of 

these women. 

The duke of Wellington himself warned 

Mrs. Southall off the field after firing had 

begun and, frightened, Mrs. Southall stum- 

bled into a ditch and lay there unconscious 

during the fight that changed the map of 
Europe. Here Mrs. Sullivan was born. 

With her parents, little Mary Ann Southa]! 
went to Malta and India. Later she became 
the wife of John Sullivan, a British sejdier, 
who came to Canada at the time of the Fenian 
raids, and was killed by a fall from the 
Montreal ramparts. 

Mrs. Sullivan had been present at two 
coronations and had seen three monarch, 
King George, Queen Victoria, and King Ed- 
ward on the British throne. Her relatives 
have fought in nearly every British cam- 
paign. 

Lives 105 Years in Same Spot. 


Pensacola, Fla., March 24'—Born within 
ten miles of the place where she died, having 
left there only three times during her career, 
is the record of Mrs. Mary Pitts, who died 
at McKinnville, twenty miles from this city, 
Tuesday night, at the age of 105 pears. Dur- 
ing her life of over a century the deceased 
never was ill for more than a week.

WALDEMAR ARENS, general manager of 
the famous iron-silver mine and a pioneer of 
Leadville, Col., died there yesterday.

ADMIRAL BERESFORD QUITS; 
ENDS FIFTY YEARS’ SERVICE. 


Commander of Channel Fleet Retires, 
but Will Continue to Take a Live 
Interest in the Navy.

LONDON, March 2.— Admiral Lord 
Charles Beresford, commander of the chan- 
nel fleet, hauled down his flag at Portamouth 
today, thus bringing to an end fifty years of 
active sepvice. He was given a rousing send- 
off by some 10,000 enthusiastic friends and 
admirers who had gathered around the dock- 
yard gates. 

It is expected that Lord Beresford will take 
an active part in the agitation for a big navy. 
In response to insistent demands for a 
speech, the admiral said: 

“Although the admiralty has ordered me to 
haul down my flag. which of course it has a 
perfect right to do, I feel I shall still be 
able to do service in other fields of labor 
My chief thought always will pve the effi- 
ciency of the fleet, as my first desire has been 
that the ships under my control should always 
be ready for war.”’ 

A huge crowd assembled at the station here 
to meet Admiral Beresford, and he was 
greeted upon arrival by a deafening outburst 
of cheering. An impetuous spectator, Lady 
Reginald Talbot, gave expression of the na- 
tional affection for the admiral by throwing 
her arms around his neck and imprinting a 


kiss on his cheek.

JEALOUS FATHER SLAYS GIRL 


Teacher Is Shot Down While in 
\Great Crowd of Her Pupils. 


FAITS IN SUICIDE TRIAL. 


Old Man Leaves Note Saying Desertion 
Was Cause of Tragedy. 


New York, March 24.—[Special.]—A score 
of school children were hovering about the 
skirts of their teacher, Miss Anna Mangano, 
on their way down East One Hundred and 
Third street to public school No. 121 this 
morning when a gray haired man walked rp 
behind the teacher and shot her through 
the right temple. Later, after the murderer 
had been prevented from committing suicide 
by a bystander, he was identified as Fillipo 
Mangano, father of the teacher and Italian 
interpreter in the marriage license bureau 
of the city hall. 

Before he was locked up in the Tombs 
Mangano admitted he had killed his daugh- 
ter and gave as his reason for the act the 
fact she had left him alone in his old age and 
gone to live apart. 

Relatives of the murdered girl told the 
authorities that Miss Mangano had been 
forced to quit her father’s home, 158 East 
One Hundred and Ninth street, in January 
because of the insane jealousy her father 
exhibited toward her. They said she left 
after he had once chased her through the 
house with a saber, swearing he would kill 
her. 

Teacher Gathers Flock About. 

Miss Mangano left the St. Cecilia’s working 
girls’ institute, 112 Bast One Hundred and 
Sixth street, where she has been living 
since she left her father’s house, to go to 
the school. The children joinef her. 

With them the teacher w ed down the 
street to within a few doors of the Third ave- 
nue corner. Then it was that her father 
shouldered his way through the crowd to his 
daughter. drew a heavy revolver, and shot 
her through the temple. 

The murderer was not quick enough to 
press the trigger when he tried suicide. 
Adolph Schwartz. who lives at 1778 Fifth 
avenue, was standing within a few feet of 
Mangano when he shot his daughter. The 
man jumped in and closed with the gray 
haired man just as the muzzle was touching 
his forehead. 

Schwartz and Mangano rolled from the 
sidewalk into the gutter. Twice Mangano 
pulled the trigger, but neither bullet took 
effect. Then by a great effort he broke away 
from Schwartz, dived across the street, 
threw his revolver into an areaway, and 
turned to run down Third avenue. 

Sergeant England and P@ceman Gisse!- 
brecht caught Mangano in theirarms. Again 
the man put forth the strength of a maniac 
and it took some sharp blows of the po- 
licemen’s clubs to .conquer him. 

While the fight with Mangano was in 
progress there were those who paid the last 
office to the dying girl. While a woman 
pillowed the girl's bleeding head in her lap, 
Father Cummings of St. Cecilia's church said 
the last Pites. 

Card Tells of Intentions. 

When Mangano was searched at the sta- 
tion, policemen found in his pocket a post 
card bearing photographs of several young 
women. All the faces on the card were 
smeared out with a finger dipped in ink ex- 
cept that of Anna Mangano. Beneath this 
face were written the words “my daughter.” 
On the back of the card was a note in Italian 
which was roughly translated to read: 

“To the people: If they will pardon, God 
will pardon. He will receive me if it is pos- 
sible. The furniture will be given to some 
poor. If there not any—hell; the plano may 
be played by the teachers as an example. 
Your father, FILuLipPo.” 

When Assistant District Attorney Charles 
A. Dana arrived at the station and sought to 
question Mangano the man refused at first 
to say anything, but later he broke forthina 
flood of jumbled Italian and English. 

** I did it,”’ he exclaimed, “ because she will 
not live with her old father any longer. She 
left me to live in the convent—left me after 
all the money I have spent in giving her an 
education, in giving her beautiful dresses and 
jewels. God will pardon me for what I have 
done.’’

After consider- 
able deliberation, due to Bartelme’s unwill- 
ingriess to leave his present position in Chi- 
cago for the salary of $2,400, originally of- 
fered, the amount was raised to $2,700 an- 
nually.

City Hall No Longer a Loafing 
Place for Politicians, but Re- 
sembles Business House. 


Des Moines, Ia., March 24.—[{Special.]—Des 
Moines’ first year under the commission form 
of government ends next Wednesday, after 
twelve months of what everybody considers 
the most efficient and economica) conduct of 
municipal affairs the city ever has experi- 
enced. 

For the second time in its history Des 
Moines has lived within its income. Start- 
ing under the handicap of a §180,000 debt 
jeft by former administrations, the commis- 
gion will end the year without exceeding a 
gingle appropriation, and with money left 
over in several of the funds. Old debts were 
paid off by a bond issue, but none of the 
money derived from the_sale of bonds was 
used in paying current expenses. 

Not only has the city been managed more 
economically than ever before, but more ef- 
ficient service has been rendered in every 
department. The streets have been kept 
clean, paving has been laid according to con- 
tract, civil service has been installed in all 
departments, the efficacy of the police de- 
partment has been increased, a new system 
ef accounting has been Iinstalled—in fact, 
the entire municipal government has been 
placed on a business basis. 


Chicago Traction Plan Favored. 

Perhaps the most valuable achievements of 
the new administration have been its deal- 
ing with public service corporations. By an 
agreement with the electric light company 
the rates on street lights were reduced from 
$75 to $65 a year, under an all night sched- 
ule. instead of a moonlight schedule. 

An ordinance was passed reducing the 
water rates from 30 to 20 cents per thousand 
gallons, but the company enjoined the new 
rates from going Into effect. President Pay- 
son of the water company is in the city 
now from Portland, Me., with the view of 
reaching an agreement with the city.

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Mrs. Isaac J. Neuberger Bemoans Pre- 
dicament, but Eats Well. 


Mrs. Isaac J. Neuberger, who claims to be 
the wife of a merchant tailor in the Medinah 
building, spent last night in the county jail, 
with the prospect of remaining five more days 
unless the courts intervene. 

Municipal Judge Blake sentenced Mrs. 
Neuberger to jail from the Harrison street 
court on the charge of shoplifting, and re- 
fused to grant leniency when she claimed to 
be “ well todo.”” The woman was arrested in 
a department store in State street. 

“I must treat all alike,” said Judge Blake. 
“The rich must feel the puni@ment of the 
law as well ag the poor. It would not do to 
let one go and arrest the poor shoplifters who 
are really in need of the things they take.”’ 

“ But I can’t go to that awfu! jail,” pleaded 
the prisoner. ‘It will kill me. It will ruin 
me forever with my friends and relatives. 
Can't Ido something or pay money to avoid 
imprisonment ?’’ 

“I am sorry,’ sai@ Judge Blake. “I dis- 
like to do anything that will injure you, but 
you have taken things that did not belong to 
ton! and you must also take your punish- 
ment.’’ 


Never in a Jail Before. 

According to Mrs. Neuberger she never 
was in a jail before. She was taken over to 
the jail in a street car, the police of the Har- 
rison street station sympathizing with her 
and consenting to dispense with the usual 
patrol wagon. Jailer Davis met her at the 
door and asked her name. 

““Rose Delmore,’’ was the answer. This 
Was the same name she gave at the Harrison 
street police station when she was arrested. 

“Act nice, now,” -said the jailer, “and 
your five days will be up before you know it. 
Think of the other poor women who are in 
here for a year or more.” 

* But I don’t want to see any of those 
women or associate with them,” protested 
Mrs. Neuberger. 

Nevertheless, the “ well to do” prisoner 
Was escorted up to the women’s apartment. 


Bemoans Fate, but Eats Well. 

“This is terrible,’’ she said when a visitor 
called to see her. 
“TIT am not guilty,” said she. “and itisa 
shame put to a woman here.

SEEK REAL MONEY 


Bankers Hope for Advance 
from P. A. Valentine, Who 
Doesn’t Seem Impressed. 


SILENT ON INDICTMENTS. 


Committee Holds Daily Meetings 
and Court Proceedings Come 
to a Temporary Halt. 


Meetings of the bank creditors’ committee 
of A. Booth & Co. continue daily and in 
the meantime court proceedings have been 
dropped. While the bankers ostensibly are 
seeking to draft a plan for reorganization 
that will meet with the approval of other 
creditors and the court, it is said that the 
problem uppermost in their minds is how 
to get real money for their claims. 

Neither the members of the committee nor 
their attorney, Jacob Newman, will discuss 
this phase of the situation, but from persons 
thoroughly informed it is learned that the 
bankers hope P. A. Valentine will advance 
sufficient monéy to take up a large part of 
the claims. They are said to argue that Mr. 
Valentine is a brother-in-law of Mrs. W. 
Vernon Booth and that he was selected as a 
director before the crash came, althongh he 
declares he never was legally elected. 


Fail to Impress Valentine. 

However, Mr. Valentine has not appeared 
to be much impressed by these arguments. 
He has signified willingness to assist in re- 
organizing the company. but his offers have 
not specified any cash payments. 

The committee is still considering the ques- 
tion of asking for indictments against all 
of the officers of A. Booth & Co. who had 
anything to do with the alleged falsified 
financial statements that were used to ob- 
tain credit from the banks. It is said the 
committee has been advised that the direc- 
tors could be involved in such a proceed- 
ing. 

The talk o* indictments fs said to have 
been more in the nature of an intimation 
that if the accounts were squared the banks 
would not have any further interest in the 
bankruptcy proceedings. It further is said 
that it is not their intention to take the 
case before the grand jury until all hope 
of settlement is abandoned. 


Silent on Indictment Plans. 

For this reason the members of the commit- 
tee neither affirm nor deny that the time is 
rapidly approaching when indictments are to 
be sought.

TRANSPORTATION AS IT MUST BE. 

The tentative proposal of the Illinois 
Central railroad for subway facilities and 
the electrification of its suburban service 
is one of the most important ever made 
to the city. It is important in itself. It 
is still more important as a part of a 
larger scheme of development for the 
city’s transit resources. 

Tue Trisune believes that if the busi- 
ness community, codperating practically 
and energetically with the mayor and 
the counci! and their advisers, will push 
forward persistently under a broad policy 
of transportation improvement Chicago 


of the most adequate transportation sys- 
tem in America. We are deplorably far 
from it now, but it may be achieved, we 
ars confident, if the community awakes 
to its vital interest and acts with intelli- 
gence and persistency. 

The ideal system should be clearly con- 
ceived and worked for despite all obsta- 
cles. If we do not attain it we at least 
shall be working in the right direction 
and we shall accomplish more than if 
"we aini only at the easily and obviously 
attainable. 

The ideal system would include a 
downtown subway with whatever other 
facilities are necessary to give access to 
all the main transportation systems cov- 
ering the city and the region it draws 
upon directly. There should be unifica- 
tion of operation and, if necessary to that 
end, consolidation of all the intraurban 
systems, the surface and elevated lines, 
with equal access to the subway. There 
should be electrification of ail railroads 
with suburban service and access to the 
subway not only of their suburban service 
but, upon equitable terms, of all inter- 
urban systems which tap or may be made 
to tap districts tributary to Chicago. 

Broadly Speaking, our policy should be 
built upon the principle that access to the 
heart of the city should be made easy, 
direct, and ds wide as the region which 
looks to Chicago as its metropolis. The 
pursuit of sich a policy will be obstruct- 
ed by special interests, because it will 
disturb the status quo. But’ the interest 
of the city is paramouut and will! prevail 
if we do our duty. This policy will be 
opposed by tonservatives as chimerical or 
costly. But it is in the line of our proper 
development and will prove both practica- 
ble and profitable. 

It is the most hopeful and important 
characteristic of our civic spirit today 
that Chicago's energy is perhaps 
enlightened and farseeing than ever be- 
fore. Looking about us we see on every 
hand mistakes of the past in city develop- 
meut which could have been avoided had 
there been a reasonable study of the 
community’s fufire needs. We are now 
trying to plan and to proceed so that only 
are inevitable while 
human judgment is fallible will reproach 
us in the years to come.

DUTIES ON CLOTHING. 

In one important particular the Payne 
tariff bill fails utterly to recognize the 
rights of the cdénsumersenetably the 
women. They are entitled to a revision 
giving them cheaper clothing “all along 
the line. They have not been given it 
except in the matter of shoes. 

For forty years, with the exception, of 
the brief life of the Wilson tariff acr, 
there have been heavy duties on wool. 
In the case of this article the rule that 
protection increases production has not 
been verified. Today the United States 
produces only gne-third of the wool it 
consumes. The proportion will decrease 
rather than increase. The production of 
mutton instead of wool has become the 
ptimary objeet in American sheep hus- 
bandry. The American people are learn- 
ing to eat mutton. In 1887 1,860,000 
sheep were sent to the Chicago market, 
and-in 1907, 4,218,000. 

It is preposterous to talk of building 
up the wool producing industry by high 
duties. The only effect of them is to de- 
prive the American manufacturer of the 
abundant supply of cheap raw materia! 
he should have and to foree on consumers 
clothing which is called “all wool’ and 
is mostly cotton. During the hearings 
before the ways and means committee, 
when this fact was brought out by a 
witness, Mr. Crumpacker of Indiana re- 
marked, “ What is the difference if they 
do not know it?” This remark indicates 
| that Mr. Crumpacker has a low opinioa 
of the intelligence of American consum- 
ers and is indifferent to their interesta, 
They would prefer,woolen underwear and 
outer wear if they could get it. 

Tite duties on cotton wearing appare! 
of nearly every description should be re- 
duced. Instead of that an outrageous 
advance has been recommended in the du- 
ties on hosiery. This comes home to 
every woman, and particularly to those 
who have large families and buy the 
cheaper grade of stockings. Higher 
prices and inferior quality would be the 
inevitable consequences of this increase if 
congress should venture to vote it. Addi- 
tional revenue required because of the ex- 
trayagance of congress should not be 
| wrung from the necessities of the poor. 
It should be secured through higher du- 
ties on the luxuries of the rich.

| should be lowered. That industry>is an

exotic in this eountry. No amount of 
protection would build it up to deceat 
proportions. With lower duties theve 
would be more revenue, while a sub- 
stantial benefit would be conferred on con- 
summers. “ 

The men and women of limited means 
looked for tariff revision that would 
give them cheaper and better clothing. 
They are offered instead a revision that 
will swell their clothing bills. It would 
not be politically expedient to try an ex- 
periment. of that kind with a host of con- 
sumers. A Republican rout at the con- 
gressiona] elections of that year followed 
the higher duties of the McKinley law of 
1890 on various articles of household use. 
Representatives who may vote for dear 
stockings for their constituents will pay 
for it next year. 


THE CHARTER BILLS. 

The eleven charter bills are now before 
the general assembly. In most of them 
the members of the legislature who are 
tot from Cook county can take only that 


general interest which they are expected | 


to have in-everything affecting-the great 
city of the state. The interests of their 
constituents are pot affected directly, 
though ‘they are indirectly. Whatever 
contributes to the better government of 
Chicago is of benefit to al] L[llinoisans. 
If local politicians, objecting to the pro- 
posed removal of the party circle from 
the municipal elections ballot, should ask 
the members from outside counties te come 
to their help, the latter should say that 
the matter is one which should be left to 
the voters of Chicago. They, who have 
to do the voting, should bave some voice 
as to the way of getting up the balict. 

There is an organized opposition in this 
city to about all of the measures drafted 
by the charter convention. It threatens 
to fight them in the legislature. If in 
the opinion of that opposition it has a 
majority of the voters behind it, there is 
no occasion to resist the passage of bills 
which would have to be submitted to the 
popular vote. An attempt to prevent 
their passage would be indicative of a dis- 
trust of the people—of unwillingness to 
permit them to express their sentiments 
at the ballot box. 

There is a well founded belief that a 
great majority of the voters are in favor 
of the consolidation of local governments. 
They may be dubious as to the expediency 
of granting municipal suffrage to women, 
but they do desire an extension of the 
powers of the city so that: local govern- 
ment may become more efficient. The 
legislature should not deny them an op- 
portunity to vote separately on these and 
other measures drafted by the charter 
convention. They have sufficient mtelli- 
gence to determine these questions wisely.

VERY now and again the world is In- 
formed of the number of people who 
have been executed in Russia, mostly 
by hanging. the figures averaging a 

littie over 2,000 for twelve months, 
during the last two years. Of course this Is 
@ terrible record. But in order to place it 
in its proper light the opposite side of the 
ledger should be given. Official returns show 
that during the space of two years 19,144 spe- 
cific cases of murders by anarchists and ter- 
rorists took place in Russia, and that in ad- 
dition 20,704 persons were more or less severe- 
ly maimed. That is to say, that the duly 
recorded instances of persons having been 
killed or injured by the revolutionists in the 
yee of twenty-four months numbered about 


Even these figures, appalling as they are, 
do not represent the actual loss of life. For 
the number of people killed, and the amount 
of damage done to préperty by the anarchists 
who were in the van'of the revolutionary 
movement of 1905 will never be known. Some 
of their deeds cannot be even recorded in 
print. In the single province of Warsaw 
during the twelve months ending December, 
1906, there were 700 persons killed, 864 per- 
sons wourded, and 120 instances of bomb 
outrages. :

It is not necessary to enter here into any 
discourse on the political conditions in Rus- 
sia. But before condemning the Russian 
authorities for the number of anarchists 
whom they have sent to the gallows it would 
be well to remember the loss of life for which 
these foes—not of the vernment, but of 
law, order, religion, and Wviliaation—ore re- 
sponsible. 

‘If the anarchists were ever to momentarily 

get out of hand in the United States and to 
pile up a record of over 20,000 actual mur- 
ders, and as many more maimings, during 
the space of two years there would be a still 
larger number of hangings than those with 
which the Russian authorities are credited; 
and if the various state governments did 
not do their duty in the matter the task 
would be undertaken by the citizens, after 
the fashion by which the vigilantes of San 
Francisco quickly suppressed anarchy and 
lawleseness about half a century ago.

Failing Dom Alfonso, duke of Oporto, only 
brother of the murdered King Carlos, and a 
confirmed bachelor, Miguel, duke of Bragan- 
za, is the next heir of the throne of Portugal. 
lt Is this that has been largely responsible 
for the reconciliation which has just taken 
place between him and King Manuel. The 
duke of Bragaza, until now an exile, is the 
only son of the late King Miguel of Portugal, 
who after having wrested the throne from 
his rmiece, Queen Maria della Gloria, to 
whom he stood in the relation of guardian 
and regent, was himself, after six years of 
stormy rule, deposed and driven into exile. 

Since his death the duke of Braganza has 
been regarded as the legitimist pretender to 
the throne of Portugal, and as such has com- 
manded the sympathies mot only of the 
church and of the religious orders, but like- 
wise of all the old territorial aristocracy, 
titled and untitled. In fact, the so-called 
Miguelists—that is to say, the legitimate ad- 
herents of the duke of Braganza—constitute 
so large and influential a party that the late 
King Carlos and his two immediate prede- 
cessors were forced to throw in their lot 
with the Liberals, in order to defend their 
position. The Miguelists have been for the 
last quarter of a century or more a source of 
great danger to the descendants of Queen 
Maria della Gloria, who have been forced to 
make concessions which they knew to be in- 
jurious to the interesis of the crown and dy- 
nasty and to consent to policies of which 
they strongly disapproved, as the price of 
the support of the advanced wing of the Lib- 
erais and of the Radicals,

Through the reconciliation of King Manuel 
and of his uncle. the duke of Oporto, with the 
exiled duke of Braganza, the present ruler 
of Portugal pot only removes a source of 
peril but receives a great accession of 
strength. For instead of having to fear the 
enmity of the territorial aristocracy, and of 
the peasaniry. who are completely under the 
influence of tre nobility and priesthood, he 
will be able to rely upon their support. In 
one word, the throne of King Manuel, which 
a few weeks ago seemed about to disappear, 
is by this reconciliation of the two branches 
of the house of Braganza established on a 
new and solid basis, which seems desiined 
to assure its existence for many years to 
come. 

It virtually means the coalition of all the 
dynastic parties against the Radical and 
Republican element, which is restricted to 
the urban population, and to the liberal pro- 
fessions. Of course the alliance thus formed 
will heave the effect of committing the pres- 
ent government to a more reactionary policy 
than it has been compelled to follow in the 
past, and from now on there will be no more 
concessions to Radical views. Miguel, duke 
of Braganza, ard his family will now return 
to Portugal. from which they have been 
barred by statute, and will take up their 
places as princes of the blood, receiving rank 
in the Portuguese army, and also allowances 
from the national treasury. 

> 


The duke of Braganza was born in Austria 
after his father’s exile, and his sons were 
also born abroad. He is a handsome man, 
one of the most famous Nimrods in Europe, 
was an intimate friend of the late Crown 
Prince Rudolph, and is popular in Austria, 
especially in military circles and at court. 
His widowed mother is abbess of the Bene- 
dictine convent at Ryde. in the Isle of Wight, 
and among his sisters are the Archduchess 
Martie Therese, stepmother of the Austrian 
heir apparent, also the grandduchess of Lux- 
emburg and the wife of Duke Charles Theo- 
dore of Bavaria, the celebrated oculist. The 
duke of Braganza, who is a colonel of Aus- 
trian hussars, has three sons, of whom the 
two eldest have frequently been mentioned in 
cable dispatches from Europe as suitors for 
the hand of this or that wealthy American 
widow or heiress. Those American women 
who have declined their offers will now be 
able to boast that they haré spurned the 
prospects of union with a future king. They 
have, however, not lost very much. For 
while the duke of Braganza himself is gen- 
erally liked and esteemed, his two eldest 
sons, who are familiar figures in the foreign 
colony at Paris, have been involved in the 
past in all sorts of trouble, which has led 
te their being deprived of the commissions 
which they held in the Austrian and Saxon 
armies respectively 

No one is more satisfied with the reconcilia- 
tion than the duke of Braganza. For his 
position as a pretender has always been one 
of some delicacy, even in Austria, where 
he was wholly at home. He knew perfectly 
well that the hospitality which he enjoyed 
there and the consideration which he re- 
ceived on the part of the court and govern- 
ment was conditional! on his refraining from 
any active hostility against the rulers of 
Portugal, and at the time of the assassina- 
tion of King Carlos a year ago he was so 
horrified to find that there were stories cur- 
rent connecting, if not himself, at any rate 
his adherents, with the tragedy, that he 
hastened to issue a manifesto denouncing 
in the most vigorous terms the murder and 
expressing his sympathy with the bereaved 
widow and mother. Indeed, it was his atti- 
tude on that occasion that paved the way 
for the reconcillation, in the negottation of 
which King Alfonso of Spain is said to have 
had some share. 
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It seems but the other day that Count Leo- 
pold of ppe was fighting to secure his 
recognition as prince and as ruler of the tiny 
principality of Lippe, the objeetion to his 
claims being the fact that his father in mar- 
Tying Countess Wartensleben, was consid- 
ered to have rendered himself guilty of a 
mesalliance, since she did not belong to one 
of the mediatized houses, but merely tothe 
ordinary nobilty and had as mother the 
daughter of some German-Americans estab- 
lished at Philadelphia in business. Other of 
his ancestors, both on the father’s and on 
the mother’s side, also belong to the bour- 
geoisie. Yet now. as prince of Lippe, he has 
insisted that his brother, Prince Bernard 
Lippe, in marrying the divorced countess von 
Oeynhausen, with whom he had previously 
eloped to America, should do so morgan- 
atically, instead of on a footing of equality.

MINERS IN APPEAL TO TAFT 
TO ARBITRATE DIFFERENCES. 


Want President to Name Commission 
Which Will Pass Upon Differences in 
Anthracite Field. 


Scranton, Pa., March 24.—A resolution to 
ask President Taft to appoint a commission 
to arbitrate differences tonight was adopted 


executive boards to put it into effect at their 
discretion. The convention also voted to re- 
main at work after April 1, allowing the dis- 
trict executive boards of the hard coal flelds 
of Pennsylvania to continue their efforts to 
get an agreement satisfactory to the men. 

The miners were instructed to continue at 
work until such time asthey are otherwise 
notified by the official representatives of the 
three anthracite districts, and the executive 
boards were instructed to negotiate an agree- 
ment upon such basis as the boards in their 
judgment believe the conditions warrant 

The report of the policy committee which 
was adopted by the convention says after 
careful consideration of the industria! condi- 
tions of the country there are other important 
phases as well as the interests of the mine 
workers. 

The report contains the following: 

‘“‘We hereby reaffirm the demands formu- 
lated and agreed to at the special conven- 
tion of districts 1, 7, and 9, United Mine- 
workers of America, held in Scranton, Oct. 
12. 1908. We hereby confer upon the mem- 
bers of the executive board of districts 1. 7, 
and 9 of the United Mineworkers of America 
full authority to meet the operators of the 
anthracite coal region and to negotiate an 
agreement upon such basis and for such a 
period of time as they believe industria! and 
other conditions surrounding the anthracite 
mineworkers may warrant. 

‘“* We hereby instruct the United Minework- 
ers, and so far as our authority goes, the 
mineworkers of the anthracite coal region 
to continue at work on and after the 1st of 
April, 1909, under the terms of the agreement 
of 1906 and until such timeas they are other- 
wise notified by the official representatives 
of districés 1, 7. and 9 of the United Mine 
workers of America.” 

The report is signed by the thirteen mem- 
bers of the committee.

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INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON CHANGE. 


A report on Ohio conditions forwarded by John 
Inglis to Logan-Bryan was bullish. Ohio reports 
so far have been about the poorest of any state 
and the advices from Inglis confirm these. Inglis 
said: ‘‘ No growth yet. Surprised to find plant 
S60 poorly rooted. While there are some fields 
fairly promising, general nditions for the pres- 
ent are poor. Many fields show such a poor 
stand that quite a large percentage of stools are 
absolutely dead. “Consequently there will be more 
or less plowing up. The area is much reduced, 
probably 25 per cent through northwestern cour- 
ties.’ Ware-Leland had a number of bullish 
reports from Nebraska and there were more claims 
of damage in this state and northern Missouri. 
Le Count’s reports to Barrell were bearish and 
in the southwest there are few complaints so 
far. recent rains having put the wheat in fine 


shape. 


Large export sales were reported yesterday, 


about 482.000 bu Manitobas and durum wheat 
being taken in all positions. In the loca} market 
there was a moderate inquiry for wheat, but sales 
were small.

‘“‘If we can try the ship subsidy and get 
away from the old restricting laws we wil 
find that the merchant marine of this country 
is second to none in the world.”

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JAIL TABLE LADEN 
WITH ‘FAT OF LAND’ 
Witnesses Tell Investigators 


Prisoners Get Only Best of 
Food and in Plenty. 


WHITMAN MENU ECLIPSED 


Cook and Baker Testify Sheriff 
Buys Choice Meat and Coffee 
and Bread Outside. 


Witnesses before the county board's spe- 
cial committee which is investigating the 
food of jail prisoners testified yesterday 
concerning the quality and quantity fur- 
nished by Sheriff Strassheim. 

According to statements made by the cook 
and the baker at the jail, prisoners get the 
fat of the land and plenty of it. Only the 
best quality of meat is furnished, and the 
pread is purchased outside at increased ex- 
pense to the county, Ordinary blends of 
coffee do not suffice. A good brand is pur- 
chased in the bean and prepared at the jail. 

A. H. Young, a colored cook, who said he 
had been employed at the county institution 
for twenty-five years, was sure the food 
never had equaled that furnished now. 


Food 50 Per Cent Better Now. 

“The food is 50 per cent better than it was 
under Mr. Whitman,” he said. ‘“ Coffee, 
meat, potatoes, rice—everything is better. 
There were times when the meat I served 
was spoiled and the bread doughy. It would 
have taken an expert to tell what the coffee 
was that sometimes was brought to the jail. 
Now everything is as good as can be bought.”’ 

John L. Whitman previously had testified 
that the food was about as good as that pro- 
vided at the bridewell. Mr. Strassheim tol 
the special committee that the food furnishe 
during the Whitman régime was not fit to eat. 

James T. Sweeny, assistant jailer; William 
Kuechler, clerk, and Fred Blassbrenner, 
baker, testified that the quality of food now 
served was excellent and sufficient in quan- 
tity. 

Singleton on Stand Today. 

The hearing will be continued today, when 
Shelby M. Singleton, secretary of the Citi- 
zens’ association, will tell the committee 
what he knows about the cost of the foods 
said to have been purchased by Sheriff 
Strassheim. 

Five restaurant proprietors who made an 
investigation of jail foods several weeks 
ago will follow Mr. Singleton, and through 
them the association hopes to prove that 
the food is not in any way equal to that 
which prisoners were receiving when they 
tested it. 

Commissioners expressed dissatisfaction 


that the hearing had been prolonged and 


instructed those interested to make the num- 
ber of additional witnesses as small as pos- 
sible.

tising is nolonger needed—that a mere 

mass of prices printed in almost any 
paper is sufficient. 


‘@ From that time forward the store 
ceases to have a soul, because it ceases 
to speak intelligently of itself to the 
general public—except as adumb man 
does, by signs and gestures. 


@ Its growth under such a newregime 
is, at first,a mere continued cashing in 
of past energy and advertising effort. 
After a while it becomes automatic, 
and then—a tremendous strainto keep 
new crowds coming day after day by 
hot-house methods. 


@ These hot-house methods consist in 
filling a certain space with a certain 
amount of bargain balderdash. This 
bargain balderdash may continue to 
make sales indefinitely. But not in 
ten years or in one hundred years can 
it give any store a rag or a shred of 
character—and the store without char- 
acter is infinitely worse off than the 
dog that’s been given a bad name. 

q 'To be sure, such a store will find its 


following. But its successes thereafter 
will be creeping—not sweeping; and it 


will never, unless its policy be changed, 


fire the imagination of the buying pub- 
lic by tremendous achievements. 


q The usual first symptom of this par- 
ticular stage of mercantile senility isa 
lowering in the caliber of themen em- 
ployed in the advertising department. 


@ The standard of ability utilized in 
this department—never, perhaps, too 
high—is dropped stilllower. The store. 
says, reasonably enough—“All we need 
is some one who can compile prices 
and concoct a decent looking layout.” 


@ So a gentleman with brains of cotton 
batting, at a salary of, say, four thou- 
sand dollars a *year, is made the adver- 
tising chief of a ten million dollar 
business. 


@ With the inevitable result. 
q@ No man can give to the store that 


-employs him any more than he has 


in his head. 


@ So if the ten million dollar store hires 
a four thousand dollar man with cot- 
ton batting brains to handle the ¢great- 
est dynamic force in its equipment— 
the ten million dollar store is absolute- 
ly certain to get four thousand dollar 
cotton batting results. 


@ You can’t beat that conclusion by 
any possible process of arithmetic, 
geography or logic. 


q@ My ideal of an advertising manager 
would be a great creative and con- 
structive genius, with a mind like a 
wide-angle lens, who never touched 
pencil to paper—but that is another 
story. 


q The point we want to fasten down 
for the moment with double rivets is 
this: As your advertising is, so is your 
store. 


@ Now try and imagine J. Pierpont 
Morgan selecting some one to replace 
George W. Perkins in command of his 
most' vital business interests. Do you 
think there is one chance as big as a 
pin-point, in ten million pin-point 
chances that he would pick out a man 
with the mental outlook of a 10x12 


back bedroom?

@ Your advertising is saying something 
or other about your store to the pub- 
lic every day in the year. It is form- 
ing impressions and shaping opinions 
about your business in millions of 
minds from January to January. 

q Public opinion isthe clay; and your 
man with the cotton batting brains is 
the potter. If his hand shakes—if his 
fingers are all thumbs—don’t blame 
him but blame yourself! 


@ Sooner ar later, if you let him alone, 
he will drag your store down to the 
level of his own mediocrity. You 
won't see it today or tomorrow, or a 
year from today, but it will come as 
inevitably as death; because the crea- 
tion cannot rise above the creator. 


@ And this brings us right back to 
where we started—to that point in a 
store’s career when its advertising de- 
generates into a debauch of meaning- 
less bargain prices. 


q That sort of thing is nuts and raisins 
to the man with cotton batting brains, 
It makes no call on his imagination, 
and inasmuch as he hasn’t any imagin- 
ation he is saved the necessity of ex- 
posing the shameful nakedness of his 
cerebellum.

q The right man will find the right 
way.
